answer. 

Reply Given to Press. 
The reply was given to the press 

Minister of Foreign Relations Ca- 
lero. It denies the right of the Wash. 
ington government to admonish Mexi- 
co for the reason that it is not besed 
on any justifiable incident. It denies 
responsibility by the constituted gov- 
ernment for acts committed in terri- 
tory removed from law while accept- 
ing full responsibility for every loss 
or damage sustained for foreigners 
legally chargeable to the government. 

A caution has been issued to leaders 
of the federal forces to insure proper 
treatment of foreignerg who may be 
taken as prisoners of war, at the same 
time it is asserted that no basis exists 
for supposing that any. other course 
would be pursued. Orozco is held to 
be anewerable for his offenses only to 
the Mexican courts. and ‘therefore 
should not have been the recipiant of 
diplomatic communication. 

Mexico Is Defended. 

After setting forth at length 
clauses of the Washington note, 
minister continued: 

“In reply and by express instructions 
of the president of the republic, I have 
the honor to say to your excellency: 

“The Mexican government has a full 
consciousness of its duties and neither 
by its acts nor by the manifestations 
of its functionaries has it given a rea- 
son to doubt the sincerity of its de- 
termination to cause to be respected 
the generally accepted principles of 
international law and the rules which 
govern the conduct of civilized nations.

BODIES OF TITANIC VICTIMS 
ARE AT BOTTOM OF THE SEA 
AND ARE THERE TO REMAIN 


Boston, Mass., April 17.—‘“The bodies 
of the victims of the Titanic are at 
he bottom of the deep never to leave 
it,” @@eclared Professor Robert W. 
Wood, of the chair of experimental 
physics of Johns fopkins university. 

“It is altogether improbable that any 
of the bodies will ever return to the 
surface, as is the case with bodies 
in shallow water. 

“At the depth of two miles the pres- 
the water ts something like 
6.000 pounds to the square inch, which 
is far too great to be overcome by 
buoyancy ordinarily given drowned 
bodies by the gases generated in time. 

“That the bodies sank to the bottom 
of the sea there is no question,” he 
continued. “The victims who were not 


carried down with the boat followed 
until the very bottom of the sea 
was reached. There was no such thing 
as their stopping in théir downward 
course a half-mile,-a.mile or at any 
other point. 

“Great changes necessarily have been 
wrought in the vessel itself by the 
enormous power to which it has been 
subjected. No effect was produced on 
any portion or compartment or room 
to whose Inside as weli as outside walls 
the water has access. In such instances 
the pressure from one side neutralized 
that from the other. 

“But wherever there was an airtight 
or watertight compartment the 6,000 
pounds pressure to a square tnch pres- 
sure of water made it like tissue pa- 


per.”

sufficient to put any battleship afloat 
out of business, if the projectiles 
should strike simultaneously. The 
force of the Titanic striking the ice- 
berg must have been approximately 
1,000,000-foot tons, equivalent to her 
being struck simultaneously by thirty 
such projectiles. It is a wonder, in 
the light of such a comparison, that 
she floated so long. It is inconceiv- 
able that the ingenuity of man can 
ever devise. a floating structure to 
withstand such a terrific collision.”

ICEBERG STRUCK BY THE TITANIC 


HALF MILE LONG 


AND 400 FT. HIGH 


Washington, April 17.—-The iceberg 
which caused the Titanic disaster was 
one-quarter to one-half a mile in 
length, rising 400 feet out of the water, 
according to the confident~belief of 
government marine officers, based up- 
on reports just received here. 

The British steamer, Lard Cromer, 
advised the government officialg that 
Mammoth icebergs were seen in north- 
ern latitudes on March 31 and April 1.

The president 
States that conditions are so acute as 
to require “immediate resources far 
in excess of those now at command.” 

“The national director of the Red 
said the president, “after a

It was further rumored 
that Chitwood. had committed an uwun- 
mentionable crime upon hig 13-year-old 
stepdaughter about three weeks ago, 
but had threatened the life of the 
child if she should disclose the crime. 
Through fear, according to the rumor, 
the girl maintained silence for a week 
Or longer, but finally revealed the 
alleged crime to her mother, who im- 
mediately obtained a warrant for the 
arrest of Chitwood. 

According to the report of the alleg- 
ed crime, seven white men took charge 
of Chitwood under the pretense of 
guarding him until officers could ar- 
rive, but marched him away and after 
an absence of several hours returned 
and asked the prosecutor to dismiss 
the warrant, as Chitwood had left the 
country never to return The names 
of the seven men could not be learned. 

Chitwood is a foreigner, who had 
resided in this county about five years. 
He had no relatives who live in this 
section. It Was reported that he had 
been married twice prior to his mar- 
riage in this county. 

The body of Chitwood was reported 
found by B. Harden, a prominent 
farmer residing in the Vicinity of the 
alleged crime, who noticed the circling 
of buzzards and upon investigation 
found the body partially devoured.

Lighting the Panama Canal. 
(From McCall's Magazine.) 

Work on the project of lighting the 
canal and placing buoys and day marks 
Was begun in April, 1911, and it is 
advancing in accordance with the 
schedule made in June. Surveys and 
clearing the land of obstructing trees 
and toliage are almost completed, and 
the construction of range-light towers 
is under way. 

The scheme of illumination contem- 
plates the use of range lights to estab- 
lish direction on the longer tangents, 
and of side lights spaced about 1 mile 
apart to mark each side of the channel. 
The range lights are omitted in Culebra 
Cut, where their use is hardly prac- 
ticable, and on four of the shorter 
tangents on the remainder of the canal. 
The project includes a light and fog 
signa] on the west breakwater in Limen 
bay, a light on the east breakwater, 
should it be built, and gas and nun 
buoys lighting and marking the chan- 
nel to the Mount Hope dry dock.

WAS THE TITANIC 


Carried Only Boats Enough to 
Accommodate 369 Souls, 


It Is Freely Admitted in Lon- 
don That the Giant Liner 
Was Not Properly Equip- 
ped—tTitanic Was Barely: 
in the British Regulations. 


London, April 17.—*‘Naval architects 
are already busying themselves with 
the problem of designing a deck which 
can be slipped from a sinking liner,” 
said John Harvard Biles, vice president 
of the institution of naval architects, 
in an interview today. He continued: 

“The problem is chiefly that of the 
expense of the apparatus which would 
be used only once in fifty years. An 
unsinkable ship ts a fiction of the 
trans-Atlantic ticket sellers. All things 
considered, even in case of a collision 
with an iceberg a vessel of the size 
of the Titanic ought to be-safer than 
a smaller liner. A head-on collision 
would leave more apartments undam- 
aged while a side swipe could better 
be sesisted. It is possible to carry 
sufficient boats to save every soul on 
board a liner. 

“T cannot account for the failure of 
the wireless apparatus on the Titanic 
almost two howirs prior to her founder- 
ing, as a supplementary dynamo was 
carried fifteen feet above the water 
line.” 


Only Boats for 960 Souls. 
Figures from the highest official 
source supplied today by one of the 


most prominent naval designers show 
that 960 souls was the greatest num- 
ber that could possibly be saved with 
the apparatus carried on the Titanic. 
The vessel's facilities were just within 
the board of trade regulations which 
specified that a ship must be equipped 
with wooden or metal boats sufficient 
to carry 550 passengers from a 10,000 
ton vessel. Collapsible boats, rafts and 
other apparatus not carried on davits 
must be supplied to accommodate 
three-fourths as many, making the to- 
tal it, would be possible to save under 
the board of trade rules, 962. The 
plans show that the Titanic carried 
lifeboats to accommodate 960 persons. 
Fach of the 18 Jifeboats was capable 
of taking 53 passengers. There is not 
evidence on the plans to show that 
the Titanic carried any collapsible 
boats or rafts, her lifeboats putting 
her barely within the board of trade 
regulations. 
Rules as to Boats. 

Comparison with the Oceanic and 
Campania, which are much smaller, 
show that they carry 20 boats each, 
while the Lusitania has only 16. The 
board of trade rules laid down in 1905 
took as their basis 10,000 ton ships 
and apply only to ships with water 
tight compartments. It does not ap- 
pear that in the big ships @t later 
date any attempt to increase the life- 
saving apparatus beyond that required 
by the regulations was made.

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HOG RAISERS ARE TOLD HOW 
TO FIGHT CHOLERA EPIDEMIC 


Hog cholera is so prevalent in Geor- 
gia that the department of agriculture 
has been brought to the point where 


lit is powerless to battle with the epi- 


demic without the co-operation of the 
entire farming community. The loss 
since last fall is between $400,000 and 
$500,000, and the prospects of a great 
yearly tncrease in the loss is the only 
outlook unless there is a combined, in- 
telligent movement by the hog raisers. 

The present epidemic has hed a ten- 
dency to discourage the hog “Faisers, 
and unless a decided check can be ef- 
fected the percentage of those who 
discontinue to raise’ hogs will be a se- 
vere blow to the industry. 

The disease spreads with great ra- 
pidity, destroying from fifty to one 
hundred per cent of the herds infected. 
Experts have come to the conclusion 
that prevention alone can wipe it out. 

For several mowmbéhs letters request- 
ing information and suggestion for a 
line of treatment have been pouring 
into the department of agriculture. 

Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen has complied a 
list of suggestions and asks that the 
farmers arrange meetings where he 
may attend and demonstrate the use 
of the Dorset-Niles anti-hog cholera
